LITTLE nOCK-(/P)-Validity of a 


1933 act by which the legislature con- 
tinued in effect indefinitely the Ar- 
kansas two per cent retail sales tax 
law is under attack in Pulaski chan- 
cery court by a Little Rock mill sup- 
plies dealer seeking to avoid pay- 
ment of thc levy on mail orders. 


Thc suit was filed by Hollis and 


company against Revenue Commis- 
sioner 2. M. McCarroll, asking ai 
injunction against collection of $2865.7 
in sales tax on merchandise for whicl 
thc company took orders but whicl 
was shipped direct to purchasers bj 
sellers in interstate commerce. 


One section of the complaint charged 


that the legislature last year, in con- 
tinuing effectiveness of thc sales tax 
by amendment of a 1937 law, hac 
violated a constitutional prohibition 
against reviving or extending a law by 
reference to its title only. 


The 1937 sales tax act would have 


expired July 1, 1939. The 1939 legis- 
lature, after unsuccessful attempts to 
write a new sales tax law, continuec 
the 1937 measure by the simple ex- 
pedient of repealing that section whicl 
provided for its termination on a 
specific date. The question whether 
this action was constitutional has not 
been passed upon by thc courts. If 
the court sustained the Hollis and 
company contention, the present sales- 
tax law would be inoperative.
